A t t h * F r o n t, o n t h e R io G uam o, 
second grossing, June 28, per the Dis­ 
patch boat Dauntless, via Port Anto­ 
nio, Jamaica, and Kingston, Jamaica, 
Jane SO.—The front of the army stiU 
rests on the second crossing of the Rio 
Guama river, on the road to Santiago 
de Cuba, in the rear of the crest of the 
Sevilla hills and a mile and a half back. 
The delay in the general forward 
movement it due to the inability to get 
assistance stores to the front rapidly 
enough. 
The advance, it is said, will not be 
ordered until every man has three days’ 
rations in his knapsack. This, however, 
is impossible until the road is passable 
for wagon trains. 
The pack trains can only convey one 
day's rations in a day. 
The men constructing the bridge 
roads have the work almost completed, 
aud this afternoon the first wagon train 
of four six-mule teams will go through. 
In two or three days more every man 
will have three days’ rations in his 
knapsack, and as soon as that occurs the 
army will move upon the enemy.

The whole country, front and flank, 
is being thoroughly reconnoitered, and 
an accurate map has been made by the 
engineers. Much of the information 
thus obtained will be of inestimable 
value from a strategy point of view. 
Last night General Mendoca of Gen­ 
eral Lawton’s staff made a r ©connois­ 
sance np *o the very trenches of the 
enemy, their sentries talking on picket 
duty being plainly heard. 
Corporal Dewey and nine sharpshoot­ 
ers from the Seventh infantry went out 
at dark last night, with one day’s 
rations, towards the Spanish lines and 
they have not yet-returned, but no fear 
is entertained* for their safety. It is 
believed they are lying in the bush 
waiting for night. 
At daylight this morning lieutenant 
Smith of the Fourth infantry, with a 
detail of 50 men from the Seventh in­ 
fantry, 
under Lieutenant 
Dearfoo, 
crossed the San Juan and went in a 
northeasterly direction as far as Caney 
or El Guamev, as it is marked on the 
maps, without encountering any Span­ 
ish troops, and 50 men of Company A, 
Seventh 
regiment, 
under 
Captain 
Young, also made a r©connoissance in 
force. The Spaniards have seemingly 
retired to their entrenchments, as no 
pickets or skirmishers were encount­ 
ered. 
General Lawton, General Wheeler 
and General Chaffee have had riders 
out beyond our advance posts several 
times. 
Captain Wright of General Bates’ 
staff today followed the line of the rail­ 
road running out of Juragua towards 
Santiago de Cuba to within two aud 
one-half miles of the city. The road 
approaches within a mile and one-half 
of our front and can be utilized to bring 
up ^applies and siege guns, the first of 
which were lauded at Balquira this 
afternoon. 
As soon as the remaining battalions 
of the Thirty-fourth Michigan and 
Eighth Massachusetts, which arrive on 
the Harvard tomorrow, and the 6,000 
reinforcements sent out from Tampa, 
reach hem, Aguadores, a town on the 
coast four miles west of Juragua aud 
about the same distance east of the har­ 
bor entrance, will be taken. 
The place was shelled today by sev­ 
eral ships of the fleet. Aguadores is 
on the line of the advance of the army 
into the interior and close to the rail­ 
road. • It will then probably become 
the base of operations, while the sup­ 
ply base may remain at Juragua. 
Captain k .Wright, on his reconnois- 
sance, obtained information which is 
believe&to be reliable, to the effect that 
3,000 Spanish troops have been sent to 
reinforce the garrison at Aguadores. 
General Lawton will probably make a 
diversion with his artillery as soon as it 
is placed in position. Heavy rain this 
afternoon made it impossible today 
beyond General Wheeler’s headquarters.

A CHURCH BILL PASSED. 


Shafter Confident He Can Win In About 
48 Hours—Spanish Reinforcements 
Nearing Santiago. 


W a sh in g to n , June 80.—Word was 
received yesterday from General Shafter 
that he could take the city in 46 hours, 
according to his belief, but at consider­ 
able loss. Taken in connection with 
the announcement contained in an­ 
other dispatch that he was going to at­ 
tack without awaiting reinforcements 
it will be seen that the officials have 
grounds for their expectation that the 
first general engagement of tho war 
will begin in a very short time. Nu­ 
merically the opposing armies are not 
very different, the estimate of the 
Spanish force being placed at 14,000 
men, thoroughly entrenched and be­ 
hind barbed wire fences and block­ 
houses, as against about 18,000 men 
nuder Shafter’s command, aided by 4,000 
Cubans. One of the gravest elements 
in the problem, however, is the Span­ 
ish warships, for unless Shafter is 
materially assisted by Sampan, who 
might engage the full attention of the 
Spanish ships, their fire upon the Ameri­ 
can advance forces would be very hard 
to meet. 
The military authorities here say that 
General Linares has shown great mili­ 
tary tact in slowly retiring during the 
last few days, as he has gradually 
drawn our troops away from the pro­ 
tection of the American ships and 
brought them close to the fire of the 
Spanish ships in Santiago harbor. For 
this reason it was with relief that the 
announcement was received here that 
Shafter had succeeded in landing all his 
artillery, including his siege train, for 
unless Sampson can be relied upon to 
force his way into the harbor and at­ 
tack the Spanish ships these siege guns, 
planted on heights commanding the 
bay, will be the main reliance of Gen­ 
eral Shatter in offsetting the presence 
of the Spanish ironclads. 
Undoubtedly Shafter is animated to 
attack as soon as possible by his knowl­ 
edge of the approach of the reinforce­ 
ments for Linares from Manzanillo, for 
with this additional force Shafter’s po­ 
sition would be disagreeable, if not per­ 
ilous, at least until he had received re­ 
inforcements. The war department re­ 
ceived the first definite news yesterday 
as to the approach of these Spanish re­ 
inforcements. This was in an official 
dispatch, stating that 8,000 men, with 
pack trains and droves of* animals, 
were advancing from Manzanillo, and 
were 54 miles from Santiago. It has 
been known through reports from Lieu­ 
tenant Joyce, made to General Miles, 
that the Spaniards have 12,000 men at 
Manzanillo and 10,000 at Holguin, and 
every precaution has been taken to 
guard against their advance from either 
quarter. 
The official report yesterday showed 
that 8,000 of those at Manzanillo had 
covered half the distance to Santiago, 
and it is the belief of military officials 
here that General Bando is making 
Bi m i lax advance with his 10,000 men 
from Holguin. These advances, now 
practically unopposed, are regarded as 
one of the most serious phases of the 
situation. There is the further element 
to which the military authorities are 
giving careful attention, that one man 
intrenched behind earthworks or in 
rifle pits is worth three men in the open. 
It is 
that the battles of Chancellors- 
ville and Spotsylvania afforded. the 
most direct proof on this point.

A B ritish F orce F ig h ts Its W ay T hrough 
aud P unishes A frican 
N atives. 


The new war revenue law requiring 
all checks to be stamped will cost the 
city several dollars in a year’s time. 
It has been the custom of the city de 
partments to pay all employes by war 
rants, which were cashed by the banks 
and under the new law each of these 
will have to bear a twocent stamp. As 
an estimate of what it will cost the city 
last year they issued 830 warrants 
which at the rate of 2 cents a piece 
woald cost $16.76; the board of ednca 
tion, 684 warrants, costing $13.68; the 
water works, 880, or $16.12, and the 
township, 302, costing $6.04, making a 
grand total of 2,630 warrants and costing 
$52.60. 
Should the different departments wish 
to evade the law they oan do so by issu­ 
ing one check and paying all employes 
in cash, thus doing away with the war­ 
rant system. It is not probable, how­ 
ever, department heads will 
make 
any effort to escape the law as they 
are too patriotic 
and do not think 
the paying of two cents on every war­ 
rant issued will bankrupt the city. The 
matter will be called to the attention of 
the water works trustees 
tomorrow 
evening, and there is no doubt but that 
they will instruct Clerk Gipner to con­ 
tinue tp pay the employes in the same 
manner as heretofore. Council and the 
board of education will also probably 
take like aotion at their next meetings. 


L i v e r p o o l , June 80.— A mail steamer 
from Sierra Leona, which arrived here

EAST LIVERPOOL 
The new war revenue law requiring 
all checks to be stamped will cost the 
city several dollars in a year’s time. 
It has been the custom of the city de­ 
partments to pay all employes by war­ 
rants, which were cashed by the banks, 
and under the new law each of these 
will have to bear a two-cent stamp. 
As 
an estimate of what it will cost the city, 
last year they issued 
830 warrants, 
which at the rate of 2 cents a piece 
would cost $16.76; the board of educa­ 
tion, 684 warrants, costing $13.68; the 
water works, 830, or $16.12, and the 
township, 802, costing $6.04, making a 
grand total of 2,630 warrants and costing 
$52.60. 
Should the different departments wish 
to evade the law they can do so by issu­ 
ing one check and paying all employes 
in cash, thus doing away with the war­ 
rant system. It is not probable, how­ 
ever, department heads will 
make 
any effort to escape the law as they 
are too patriotic 
and do not think 
the paying of two cents on every war­ 
rant issued will bankrupt the city. The 
matter will be called to the attention of 
the water works trustees 
tomorrow 
evening, and there is no doubt bat that 
they will instruct Clerk Gipner to con­ 
tinue tp pay the employes in the same 
manner as heretofore.

HOBSON’S MEN. 
Never did a congress of the United 
States do act more graceful 
than 
when the representatives of the people, 
now in session at Washington, publicly 
thanked Lieutenant Hobson and his men 
for what they did that terrible night at 
the entrance to Santiago harbor. It was 
all right to acknowledge Hobson’s valor, 
but it has not been customary to remem 
ber explicitly the men who play a part 
in these deeds of daring. In the past 
they have beep permitted a mention, 
but this time they are given a full share 
of honor because they earned it. Hobson 
evolved the plan and did much to carry 
it out, but without the aid of the brave 
men who went with him he would have 
been helpless. They stood by him to 
the last, sharing his every danger and 
risking their lives for their country as 
he risked his life. Honor to them all 
and honor to the statesmen, far from 
the scene of strife, who recognize de 
votion to the flag whether it be mani 
tested by the brains on the bridge or the 
brawn far down rn the stoke hole feed 
ing the vitals of the engines of war. 


Down at Camp McCalla, at the now 
famous port of Guantanamo, there is 
boiling and sizzling under the hot sun of 
these summer days a young man who is 
well known to a number of people in 
the city, some of whom have not heard 
from him for some time. His name is 
Richard Hatton, but his friends know 
him as Dick Hatton, lieutenant U. S. S. 
Panther. 
Some years ago Lieutenant Hatton 
lived in Washington where his father 
was postmaster general and later man­ 
aging editor of the Washington Post. 
The son was appointed assistant pay­ 
master in the navy, and was on board 
the Bancroft when it made its famous 
trip to Turkey daring the time the coun­ 
try was agitated because of the treat­ 
ment of the Armenians. When the war 
broke out the Bancroft was ordered 
home, and Mr. Hatton was at his own 
request transferred to the Panther. It 
is not yet clear how he became a part of 
the force that landed at Guantanamo 
bay and behaved so gallantly. 
Yesterday W. L. Taylor received a 
letter from his old collegemate. 
It is 
interesting because it contains many 
things the correspondents have ne­ 
glected to mention. 
The letter follows: 
“We arrived here the day after the 
ships had driven out the small Spanish 
force that garrisoned the little fort, and 
landed without opposition. 
But the 
same night we were attacked by a force 
of some 3000. We had no breast works 
and they fought like Indians in the 
bush. Many of them were naked ex­ 
cept for green leaves used to conceal 
their movements. For two terrible days 
ana nights this kept up without ceasing. 
Fighting a hidden enemy all night, 
digging graves and trenches all day,and 
dropping everything, even an officer’s 
funeral, to pick up our rifles, but thank 
God it is better now. The marines here 
have built good works all around the 
camp, and some hundred Cubans keep 
off surprises. 
Every one was about 
worn out when, after driving the enemy 
from his position back of the camp in 
an extended action and shelling the 
:'ort up the river, we have about made 
them sick of it. 
‘As I write the five ships are shelling 
a battery on the point at the entrance of 
the river; but after one gets used to the 
noise one does not pay much attention, 
unless it comes his way. 
“But it is simply hell—war I mean, 
and people who go into it do not know 
what it means. During the fighting it 
is all right, for the excitement keeps one 
up, but it’s when ifs over and you see 
the poor devils dead and wounded, it 
knocks a man’s nerves. 
‘The Spanish loss must be very heavy 
indeed, but ours is small considering all 
we have done. 
'From prisoners we learn that the 
enemy have had no pay for ll months, 
and are on half rations, and as we have 
cut off a good deal of their water supply 
they are also short of that, aud a good 
many of them would give themselves 
up only their officers tell them the Yan­ 
kees will shoot them. Of course that is 
not true. 
‘I expect to join the Terror in a few 
weeks, as this place is practically over 
now and I hope to be in at the finish of 
Santiago and Havana. It would soon 
be over if we could get any support 
from the army, but we seem to be left to 
do it all alone. However, it will be a 
big thing for the navy, as the people 
must see what we are doing. 
•If you write, and please do, you had 
better send the letter just care of the 
navy department, for if I am alive I 
have no idea where I will be.

“ R ichard. H atton.”

Down at Camp MeCalla, at the now 
famous port of Gnantanamo, there is 
boiling and sizzling under the hot sun of 
these summer days a young man who is 
well known to a num ber of people in 
the city, some of whom have not heard 
from him for some time. 
His name is 
Richard Hatton, but his friends know 
him as Dick Hatton, lieutenant U. S. S. 
Panther. 
Some years ago Lieutenant Hatton 
lived in Washington where his father 
was postmaster general and later m an­ 
aging editor of the Washington Post 
The son was appointed assistant pay­ 
master in the navy, and was on board 
the Bancroft when it made its famous 
trip to Turkey during the time the coun­ 
try was agitated because of the treat­ 
ment of the Armenians. 
When the war 
broke out the Bancroft was ordered 
home, and Mr. Hatton was at his own 
request transferred to the Panther. 
It 
is not yet clear how he became a part of 
the force that landed at Gnantanamo 
bay and behaved so gallantly. 
Yesterday W. L. Taylor received a 
letter from his old collegemate. 
It is 
interesting because it contains many 
things the correspondents have 
ne­ 
glected to mention. 
The letter follows: 
“ We arrived here the day after the 
ships had driven ont the small Spanish 
force that garrisoned the little fort, and 
landed without opposition. 
Bnt the 
same night we were attacked by a force 
of some 3000. 
We had no breast works 
and they fought like Indians in the 
bush. 
Many of them were naked ex­ 
cept for green leaves used to conceal 
their movements. For two terrible days 
ana nights this kept up without ceasing. 
Fighting a hidden enemy all night, 
digging graves and trenches all day,and 
dropping everytning, even an officer’s 
funeral, to pick up our rifles, but thank 
God it is better now. The marines here 
have built good works all around the 
camp, and some hundred Cubans keep 
off surprises. 
Every one was about 
worn ont when, after driving the enemy 
from his position back of the camp in 
an extended action and shelling the 
fort up the river, we have about made 
them sick of it. 
“ As I write the five ships are shelling 
a battery on the point at the entrance of 
the riv er; bnt after one gets used to the 
noise one does not pay much attention, 
unless it comes his way. 
“ But it is simply hell—war I mean, 
and people who go into it do not know 
what it means. Daring the fighting it 
is all right, for the excitement keeps one 
up, but it’s when if s over and you see 
the poor devils dead and wounded, it 
knocks a m an’s nerves. 
“ The Spanish loss must be very heavy 
indeed, bnt oars is small considering all 
we have done. 
“ From prisoners we learn that the 
enemy have had no pay for ll months, 
and are on half rations, and as we have 
cat off a good deal of their w ater supply 
they are also short of that, and a good 
many of them would give themselves 
up only their officers tell them the Y an­ 
kees will shoot them. Of course that is 
not true. 
“ I expect to join the Terror in a few 
weeks, as this place is practically over 
now and I hope to be in at the finish of 
Santiago and Havana. 
It would soon 
be over if we could get any support 
from the army, but we seem to be left to 
do it all alone. 
However, it will be a 
big thing for the navy, as the people 
must see w hat we are doing. 
“ If you write, and please do, you had 
better send the letter just care of the 
navy department, for if I am alive I 
have no idea where I will be. 
“ Your true friend, 
“ R ic h a r d H a t t o n.”

From that exhibition, the writer, in 
the same house (he thinks), was taken 
and introduced to “ the Hottentot Ve­ 
nus, ’ ’ an ebony damsel clad in gausy 
garments of the most flimsy kind, who 
displayed her figure by proudly trav­ 
ersing and circling round the room in 
which she gave her receptions. 
Issuing thence, the w riter was taken 
to the horse guards parade to see the 
cannon used by the French as a m ortar 
during the siege of Cadiz, 1812. It was 
on a carriage in a horizontal position, 
and the writer, lifted by his father, was 
thrust inside the {buzzle, and, strug­ 
gling somewhat, was, w ith a little dif­ 
ficulty, extracted from his confined po­ 
sition.—London Sketch.

Most of Them Have Good Carnie to Hate 
Spain and Fight as W ell as Men—They 
Are Valuable wS Spies—Records c f Car­ 
list Wars. 


“ Spanish warfare has made soldiers 
lf babes. ” This remark from the lips of 
Marti referred to the ten years’ struggle 
which ended so disastrously for Cuban 
freedom. 
Had M arti lived through the 
present war his epigrammatic utteiance 
could have been applied even more ap­ 
propriately to the existing insurrection, 
for never in the history of warfare, an» 
lient or modern, have children been 
forced to fight for freedom as have the 
boys of Cuba. Every insurgent camp is 
witness to this, and Gomez, Garcia, La- 
cret, Mendez and the host of other brave 
1 leaders have found it simply impossible 
to restrain the boys of IO, 12 and 14 
who insist on handling rifles and ma­ 
chetes. 
L ittle wonder, however, that these 
toys are fighting for freedom, for as a 
rule they rite the last of a name, all 
that is left of the heroic families that 
died from starvation or by the bullet of 
the Spaniard. 
They know no pity, for 
they were accorded none. They are men 
In trials, and the only fear is that when 
the war is over they w ill be desperadoes 
of the next decade. 
Grover F lin t tells the thrilling story 
of a boy of l l who fought by his side 
like a hero of Balaclava. Nor is this 
the only instance, for these young fel­ 
lows fight w ith all the determination 
and desperation of men. Few of them 
realize the real import of the strife, for 
to them it is. a war for vengeance, and 
even if they are not properly recruited 
and entered among the soldiers they yet 
manage to keep in touch w ith the lead­ 
ers and seem to sniff a battle as a dog 
does its game. 
When the moment for 
action comes, they are in the middle of 
the strife, lying low if the rest of the 
troop is advancing cautiously and dash­ 
ing forward at the right moment to kill 
or be killed. To them life seems to have 
no value but to end it as did their fa­ 
thers and brothers. 
As spies they have proved of inesti­ 
mable value to some of the insurgent 
chiefs. 
One of General Maceo’s most 
ardent followers was a young mulatto, 
barely 15 years old. 
He was killed in 
the last charge the great leader made 
before he met his own death. It was to 
him that Maceo intrusted some of his 
most im portant 
communications for 
Gomez, and invariably the boy success­ 
fully eluded the Spanish troops. 
He 
knew every hill and dale, every planta­ 
tion and shelter in the western prov­ 
inces, and there it was that his services 
were most largely called into requisi­ 
tion. 
At Bayamo there were fonnd on 
the field of carnage at least a dozen of 
these brave little fellows, each w ith the 
machete still firmly gripped, heroes 
whose lives had hardly begun before the 
bullet of the Spaniard ended them. 
There lie in the cemetery at Havana the 
bodies of a group of students whose 
story has been told and retold, but 
whose zeal in the cause of Guba libre 
has ever been an inspiration to the 
young patriots. A monument has been 
erected to their memory, but no stone 
marks the trenches in which lie hun­ 
dreds of children who have given their 
lives that their country m ight be free. 
It must be a great cause indeed when 
even babes are stirred by the noble im ­ 
pulse of the hour, but that Spanish 
methods of warfare are responsible for 
this is best evidenced by the records of 
their own Carlist wars. 
A correspond­ 
ent, recalling the story of the last of 
these struggles, writes: 
“ I have on several occasions seen 
Carlist and Republican troops alike 
firing indiscriminately on women and 
children in the coldest of cold blood in 
many cases, while both were heroically 
engaged in stanching the wounds of 
those dearest to them. In fact, the de­ 
scriptive power of pen or pencil would 
fail to convey any idea of some of the 
atrocities I have seen committed in 
Spain in the name of ‘ glorious war. ’ It 
is as though another chapter were being 
added to the fearful tale of Cromwell’s 
Fencibles who in the sack of beleaguer­ 
ed cities pitched babes into the air and 
thou ordered the soldiers to c^tch them 
on their bayonet points. ” 
That atrocities of this character make 
men and women of boys and girls was 
demonstrated 
during 
the Armenian 
cruelties. 
W riting of this an English 
correspondent says: 
“ I was traveling upcountry in Arme­ 
nia on my way to the encampment of 
M ukhtar Pasha before Ears. Apart from 
the wholesale 
massacres at Byazid, 
which took place while I was in Erze- 
rum, I was one night myself in an 
Armenian village which was attacked 
by crocodile eyed Kurds, who, murder­ 
ing indiscriminately old people and 
young children, decamped w ith many 
of the women of the community to their 
mountain fastnesses. There was a case, 
too, notable at the time, of a raid made 
by these monsters on some isolated hut 
where, having securely bound a grand­ 
father to a seat facing a huge fire, they 
proceeded—having first killed—to roast 
the body of his grandchild. It is pleas­ 
ant indeed to turn from such devilish 
devices as these to the patriotism evinced 
by comparative babies, the children of 
the villagers in Anatolia, who in crowds 
united in bringing up guns when horses, 


mules or oxen were unobtainable in 
such a way as to remind us that unity 
is strength indeed.” —New York Press.

“ Spanish warfare has made soldiers 
l f babes. ” This remark from the lips of 
Marti referred to the ten years’ struggle 
Which ended so disastrously for Cuban 
i freedom. 
Had Marti lived through the 
present war his epigrammatic utterance 
could have been applied even morn ap­ 
propriately to the existing insurrection, 
for never in the history of warfare, an* 
lieut or modem, have children been 
forced to fight for freedom as have the 
boys of Cuba. Every insurgent camp is 
witness to this, and Gomez, Garcia, La- 
cret, Mendez and the host of other brave 
leaders have found it simply impossible 
to restrain the boys of IO, 12 and 14 
who insist on handling rifles and ma­ 
chetes. 
Little wonder, however, thai these 
I>oys are fighting for freedom, for as a 
rule they die the last of a name, all 
that is left of the heroic families that 
died from starvation or by the bullet of 
the Spaniard. 
They know no pity, for 
they were accorded none. They are men 
in trials, and the only fear is that when 
the war is over they will be desperadoes 
of the next decade. 
Grover Flint tells the thrilling story 
of a boy of ll who fought by his side 
like a hero of Balaclava. Nor is this 
the only instance, for these young fel­ 
lows fight with all the determination 
and desperation of men. Few of them 
realize the real import of the strife, for 
to them it is a war for vengeance, and 
even if they are not properly recruited 
and entered among the soldiers they yet 
manage to keep in touch with the lead­ 
ers and seem to sniff a battle as a dog 
does its game. 
When the moment for 
action comes, they are in the middle of 
the strife, lying low if the rest of the 
troop is advancing cautiously and dash­ 
ing forward at the right moment to kill 
or be killed. To them life seems to have 
no value but to end it as did their fa­ 
thers and brothers. 
As spies they have proved of inesti­ 
mable value to some of the insurgent 
chiefs. One of General Maceo’s most 
ardent followers was a young mulatto, 
barely 15 years old. He was killed in 
the last charge the great leader made 
before he met his own death. It was to 
him that Maceo intrusted some of his 
most important 
communications for 
Gomez, and invariably the boy success­ 
fully eluded the Spanish troops. He 
knew every hill and dale, every planta­ 
tion and shelter in the western prov­ 
inces, and there it was that his services 
were most largely called into requisi­ 
tion. At Bayamo there were found on 
the field of carnage at least a dozen of 
these brave little fellows, each with the 
machete still firmly gripped, heroes 
whose lives had hardly begun before the 
bullet of the Spaniard ended them. 
There lie in the cemetery at Havana the 
bodies of a group of students whose 
story has been told and retold, but 
whose zeal in the cause of Uuba libre 
has ever been an inspiration to the 
young patriots. 'A monument has been 
erected to their memory, but no stone 
marks the trenches in which lie hun­ 
dreds of children who have given their 
lives that their country might be free. 
It must be a great cause indeed when 
even babes are stirred by the noble im­ 
pulse of the hour, but that Spanish 
methods of warfare are responsible for 
this is best evidenced by the records of 
their own Carlist wars. 
A correspond­ 
ent, recalling the story of the last of 
these struggles, writes: 
“ I have on several occasions seen 
Carlist and Republican troops alike 
firing indiscriminately on women and 
children in the coldest of cold blood in 
many cases, while both were heroically 
engaged in stanching the wounds of 
those dearest to them. In fact, the de­ 
scriptive power of pen or pencil would 
fail to convey any idea of some of the 
atrocities I have seen committed in 
Spain in the name of ‘glorious war. ’ It 
is as though another chapter were being 
added to the fearful tale of Cromwell’s 
Fend Ides who in the sack of beleaguer­ 
ed cines pitched babes into the air and 
then ordered the soldiers to catch them 
on their bayonet points. ” 
That atrocities of this character make 
men and women of boys and girls was 
demonstrated 
during 
the Armenian 
cruelties. 
Writing of this an English 
correspondent says; 
“ I was traveling up country in Arme­ 
nia on my way to the encampment of 
Mukhtar Pasha before Kars. Apart from 
the wholesale massacres at Byazid, 
which took place while I was in Erze- 
. rum, I was one night myself in an 
' Armenian village which was attacked 
; by crocodile eyed Kurds, who, murder- 
I ing indiscriminately old people aud 
young children, decamped with many 
of the women of the community to their 
mountain fastnesses. There was a case, 
too, notable at the time, of a raid made 
by these monsters on some isolated hut 
where, having securely bound a grand­ 
father to a seat facing a huge fire, they 
proceeded—having first killed—to roast 
the body of his grandchild. It is pleas­ 
ant indeed to turn from such devilish 
devices as these to the patriotism evinced 
by comparative babies, the children of 
tho villagers in Anatolia, who in crowds 
united in bringing up guns when horses, |

I when the returning legions of the Em- 
I peror Justinian brought it again into 
the western world from the battlefields 
of Persia. Constantinople was the first 
place it attacked. Here in a single day 
as many as 10,000 persons are said to 
have fallen victims to it. But the plague 
did not stop with Constantinople. 
It 
had found a too congenial soil in Eu­ 
rope, which was little else than one 
great battlefield at the time. 
It was 
carried into Gaul, where it followed 
close in the wake of the Frankish 
armies, and from Gaul .it moved into 
Italy, with the Lombards, and so devas­ 
tated the country as to leave it entirely 
at the mercy of the invaders. 
The various crusades, which extended 
over a space of about 200 years, no 
doubt did much to hold the pestilence 
in Europe, for they served to keep open 
the channels of intercourse between the 
east and the west. 
Periodic epidemics 
were common during their continuance, 
and these seem to have culminated in 
the fourteenth century with what is 
known in history as the black death. 
The black death was more fatal to hu­ 
man life than any other single cause 
since th© w orld began. The havoc of w ar 
was nothing in comparison to it. 
It 
swept the whole of Europe, leaving in 
its path such misery aud destitution as 
the world had never kuown. It killed in 
three years some 25, OOO, OOO of people. 
Such figures stagger the comprehension, 
but the records of the time cannot be 
doubted. 
The entire population of Eu­ 
rope is estimated to have been about 
100,000,000—kept down as it was by 
the constant warfare—aud of these 100,- 
000, OOO at least a fourth perished. 
The ravages of the plague in Italy, 
where it came in the track of the war 
of the Gnelphs and Ghibellines, was 
particularly disastrous to mankind. 
It 
raged with terrible fury in Naples, 
where 60,000 persons are said to have 
died. It fell upon Pisa and seven out of 
every ten perished. 
It utterly and for­ 
ever destroyed the prosperity of Biena. 
Florence also suffered severely, while 
100,000 of the inhabitants of Venice 
were literally wiped off the face of the 
earth.

So when the 
secretary died his assistant or successor 
sent a set of the cards to the printer, 
so that the dead man was sent one ad­ 
dressed by his own hand.—Portland 
Express.

The first recorded outbreak of the 
plague in Europe occurred in the six­ 
teenth century. 
It came from lower 
Egypt. This was the first lapping of the 
wave that reached into tho east again, 
there to stay its movement so far as the 
west was concerned until 644 A. D., 
when the returning legions of the Em­ 
peror Justinian brought it again into 
the western world from the battlefields 
of Persia. Constantinople was the first 
place it attacked. 
Here in a single day 
as many as 10,000 persons are said to 
have fallen victims to it. But the plague 
did not 8top with Constantinople. 
It 
had found a too congenial soil in Eu- 
rope, which was little else than one 
great battlefield at the time. 
It was 
carried into Gaul, where it followed 
close in the wake of the Frankish 
armies, and from Gaul .it moved iuto 
Italy, with the Lombards, and so devas­ 
tated the country as to leave it entirely 
at the mercy of the invaders. 
The various crusades, which extended 
over a space of about 200 years, no 
doubt did much to hold the pestilence 
in Europe, for they served to keep open 
the channels of intercourse between the 
east and the west. 
Periodic epidemics 
Were common during their continuance, 
and these seem to have culminated in 
the fourteenth century with what is 
known in history as tho black death. 
The black death was more fatal to hu­ 
man life than any other single cause 
sin ce the world began. The havoc of war 
was nothing in comparison to it. 
It 
swept the whole of Europe, leaving in 
its path such misery aud destitution as 
the world had never known. It killed in 
three years some 25,000,000 of people. 
Such figures stagger the comprehension, 
but the records of the time cannot be 
doubted. 
The entire population of Eu­ 
rope is estimated to have been about 
100,000,000—kept down as it was by 
the constant warfare—and of these 100,- 
000, OOO at least a fourth perished. 
The ravages of the plague in Italy, 
where it came in the track of the war 
of the Guelphs and Ghibellines, was 
particularly disastrous to mankind. 
It 
raged with terrible fury in Naples, 
where 60,000 persons are said to have 
died. It fell upon Pisa and seven out of 
every ten perished. 
It utterly and for­ 
ever destroyed the prosperity of Siena 
Florence also suffered severely, while 
100,000 of the inhabitants of Venice 
were literally wiped off the face of the 
earth. From Italy it moved into France, 
where the mortality was almost as 
great; in Paris alone 50, OOO people died 
from it. One of the worst features pre­ 
sented by the history of the black death 
was the cruel persecution it aroused 
against the Jews. They were supposed 
to have infected the air in some mys­ 
terious manner, and they were accused 
of 
having poisoned the wells and 
springs. 
In {Strass burg 2, OOO of them | 
were buried alive in their own burial 
ground. 
The order of the Flagellants arose at 
this time, coming from the belief that I 
the sins of the world had at last brought 
down the wrath of heaven. It was the i 
beginning of the so called Hundred j 
Years’ war that carried the black death J 
into England, where in London its vie- I 
tims numbered 100,000. 
When at last 
the plague had worked its ravages, it | 
doubled back over its course, to disap- ; 
pear in the east. In 1845 it appeared 
again in England, first among the sol­ 
diers of Richmond after the battle of 
Bosworth Field, and when the victo­ 
rious army marched to London tile 
plague went with them to work its 
havoc there. As long as it lasted the 
^mortality was as great as that caused 
by the black death half a century be­ 
fore. Five thousand people died in five 
weeks, and then the plague left London 
as suddenly as it had appeared there, to 
sweep over the rest of England. 
In Scotland the plague of 1568 came 
immediately after the battle of Lang- 
side, when Queen Mary was dethroned, 
but no records of the mortality it occa­ 
sioned seem to have bt db preserved. 
The plague visited London in Hut. 
This followed after tile civil war which 
ended with the death of Charles II, but , 
so many years intervened that it is im­ 
possible to trace any connection between 
the two events. In modern wars danger

A t t h b F r o n t , o n t h e R io G uam o, 
second crossing, June 28, per the Dis­ 
patch boat Dauntless, via Port Anto­ 
nio, Jam aica, and Kingston, Jam aica, 
June 30.—The front of the arm y still 
rests on the second crossing of the Rio 
Guam a river, on the road to Santiago 
de Cuba, in the rear of the crest of the 
Sevilla hills and a mile and a half back. 
The delay in the general forw ard 
movement is due to the inability to get 
subsistauce stores to the front rapidly 
enough. 
The advance, it is said, will not be 
ordered until every mau has three days’ 
rations in his knapsack. This, however, 
is impossible until the road is passable 
for wagon trains. 
The pack trains can only convey one 
day's rations in a day. 
Th* m en constructing 
the bridge 
roads have the work alm ost completed, 
and this afternoon the first wagon train 
of four six-mule team s will go througn. 
In two or three days more every man 
will have three days’ rations in his 
knapsack, and as soon as that occurs the 
arm y will move upon the enemy. 
The day has been utilized to good ad­ 
vantage. 
Although the Cubans affect 
to have a thorough knowledge of the 
country and tne trails, nothing is taken 
for granted. 
The whole country, front and flank, 
is being thoroughly reconnoitered, aud 
an accurate map has been made by the 
engineers. 
Much of the iuform atiou 
thus obtained will be of inestim able 
value from a strategy point of view. 
Last night General Mendoca of Gen­ 
eral L aw ton’s staff made a reconnois- 
sauce up to the very trenches of the 
enemy, their sentries talking on picket 
duty being plainly heard. 
Corporal Dewey and nine sharpshoot­ 
ers from the Seventh infantry went out 
at dark last night, with one day’s 
rations, towards the Spanish lines and 
they have not y e t returned, but no fear 
is entertained for their safety. 
It is 
believed they are lying in the bush 
waiting for night. 
At daylight this morning Lieutenant 
Smith of the Fourth infantry, w ith a 
detail of SO men from the Seventh in ­ 
fantry, 
under 
Lieutenant 
Dearfoo, 
crossed the San Juan and went in a 
northeasterly direction as far as Caney 
or Kl Guam ev, as it is m arked on the 
maps, w ithout encountering any Span­ 
ish troops, and 50 men of Company A, 
Seventh 
regim ent, 
under 
Captain 
Young, also made a reconnaissance in 
force. 
The Spaniards have seemingly 
retired to their entrenchm ents, as no 
pickets or skirmishers were encount­ 
ered. 
General Lawton, General W heeler 
and General Chaffee have had riders 
out beyond our advance posts several 
times. 
Captain W right of General Bates 
staff today followed the line of the rail­ 
road running out of Juragua towards 
Santiago de Cuba to w ithin two aud 
one-half miles of the city. 
The road 
approaches w ithin a mile and one-half 
of our front and can be utilized to bring 
up supplies and siege guns, the first of 
which were landed at Baiquira this 
afternoon. 
As soon as the rem aining battalions 
of the 
Thirty-fourth 
Michigan and 
Eighth M assachusetts, which arrive on 
the H arvard tomorrow, aud the 6,000 
reinforcements Bent out from Tampa, 
reach he**, Aguadores, a town on the 
coast four miles west of Juragua aud 
about the same distance east of the har­ 
bor entrance, will be taken. 
The place was shelled today by sev­ 
eral ships of the fleet. 
Aguadores is 
on the line of the advance of the arm y 
into the interior and close to the rail­ 
road. 
It will then probably become 
the base of operations, while the sup­ 
ply base may rem ain at Juragua. 
Captain W right, on his reconnois- 
sauce, obtained information which is 
believed to be reliable, to the effect that 
3,000 Spanish troops have been sent to 
reinforce the garrison at Aguadores. 


iMinultaneously with the bombard­ 
ment General Chaffee's brigade will 
move forward and occupy a j>ositioii of 
vital importance in advance of our 
front. 
The correspondent of the Asso­ 
ciated Press is not permitted at prasent 
to divulge its location. 
Tho military telegraph line hasbeen 
completed as far as General W heeler's 
headquarters, thus placing the front in 
direct 
communication with 
General 
Shafter, who still m aintains his head­ 
quarters on board .the Seguranca, where 
he can keep inclose touch with Rear 
Admiral Sampson. 
It is probable, how­ 
ever, that he will establish his head­ 
quarters 
at 
Juragua 
tomorrow or 
Thursday. 
The troops belonging to 
General 
Lawton’s division are kept ready to 
move in light march rn., oruer while the 
reconnoitering parties are out. 
This 
precaution is considered necessary in 
order to avoid disaster in case the small 
parties of troops should collide w ith the 
Spaniards in force. 
The Cubans under General Castillo 
are doing commendable work as ad ­ 
vance pickets. 
They are thrown out 
day and night from half a mile to a 
mile in advance of our picket# along 
the front and Hank, thus forming a 
double cordon about the armv. 
There are now more than 13,000 men 
at the front.

PEACE AGITATRIX IS SPREADING. 


BATTLE EXPECTED SOON. 


Shafter Confident He Can W in In About 
48 H ours—Spanish R einforcem ents 
Nearing; Santiago. 


W a s h in g t o n . June 80.—Word was 
received yesterday from General Shafter 
th at he could take the city in 4(S hours, 
according to his belief, but at consider­ 
able loss. 
Taken in connection w ith 
the announcem ent contained in an­ 
other dispatch that he was going to a t­ 
tack w ithout awaiting reinforcements 
it will be seen that the officials have 
grounds for their expectation ti? ut the 
first general engagement of the w ar 
will begin in a very short time. 
N u­ 
merically the opposing armies are not 
very different, the 
estimate of the 
Spanish force being placed at 14,000 
men, thoroughly entrenched and be­ 
hind barbed wire fences aud block­ 
houses. as against about 
18,000 men 
under Shafter’s command, aided by 4 ,0 0 0 
Cubans. 
One of the gravest elements 
in the problem, however, is the Span­ 
ish warships, for unless 
Shafter is 
m aterially assisted by Sampson, who 
m ight engage the full attention of the 
Spanish ships, their fire upon the Ameri­ 
can advance forces would be very hard 
to meet. 
The m ilitary authorities here say that 
General Linares has shown great m ili­ 
tary tact iii slowly retiring during the 
last few days, as he has gradually 
draw n our troops away from the pro­ 
tection of the American ships 
aud 
brought them close to the tire of the 
Spanish ships in Santiago harbor. 
For 
this reason it was with relief that the 
announcement was received here that 
Shatter had succeeded in lauding all his 
artillery, including his siege train, for 
unless Sampson can be relied upon to 
force his way into the harbor aud a t­ 
tack the Spanish ships these siege guns, 
planted on heights commanding the 
bay, will be the main reliance of Gen­ 
eral Shatter in offsetting the presence 
of the Spanish ironclads. 
Undoubtedly Shafter is anim ated to 
uttack as soou as possible by his knowl­ 
edge of the approach of the reinfor* e- 
m euts for Linares from Manzanillo, for 
w ith this additional force S hatter’s po­ 
sition would lie disagreeable, if not per­ 
ilous, at least until he had received re­ 
inforcements. 
The war departm ent re­ 
ceived the hist definite news yesterday 
as to the approach of these Spanish re­ 
inforcements. 
This was in an official 
dispatch, stating that 8,UUU men, with 
pack trains and droves of£ animals, 
were advancing from Manzanillo, and 
were 54 miles from Santiago. 
It has 
been known through reports from Lieu 
tenaut Joyce, made to General Miles, 
that the fcpauiards have 12,000 men at 
Manzanillo aud 10,000 at Holguin, and 
every precaution has been taken to 
guard against their advance from either 
quarter. 
The official report yesterday showed 
that 8,000 of those at Manzanillo had 
covered half the distance to Santiago, 
and it is the belief of military officials 
here that General Pando is making 
similar advance with his 10,000 men 
from Holguin. 
These advances, now 
practically unopposed, are regarded as 
oue of tho most serious phases of the 
situation.

A CHURCH BILL PASSED. 


L o n d o n , June 30.—The Madrid cor­ 
respondent of the Standard says: 
“ Captain General Augusti has re­ 
newed his request for permission to 
promise the Philippine insurgents ex­ 
tensive reforms. 
“ Now th at the oortes is closed, it is 
understexxl th at Senor Puigcerver, m in­ 
ister of finance, and Senor Gamazo, 
m inister of nubile instruction and pub- j 
lie works, desire to resign. 
“ Senor Gamazo opposes pursuing the ; 
war until Spain in politically and finan­ 
cially ruined. 
The whole world having 
recognized her gallant sacrifices and 
traditional bravery, he thinks the gov­ 
ernm ent ought to have the moral cour­ 
age to fix a reasonable lim it for the na­ 
tional sacrifices. 
“ It is an open secret that Senor Moret 
aud m any Liberal statesm en share the 
views of eeuor Gamazo. 
The peace 
agitation is spreading in the provinces, 
but not at Madrid. 
“ The governm ent has completed its 
arrangem ents for coaling and provision­ 
ing Admiral Cam ara's squadron, and 
he should now be able to reach Manila 
before the end of July, after stopping 
at several ports en route to receive in ­ 
structions.’' 
“ Regarding the threat of the U nited 
States to send a squadron to the coast of 
the peninsula, it is to be said that im ­ 
portant centers of trade like Bilbao. San­ 
tander, Gijon, Coruuue and Vigo could 
promptly be put into a respectable state 
of submarine aud land defenses, and tile 
inhabitants everywhere have already 
volunteered, with men aud money, to 
co-operate w ith the authorities. 
The 
arseuals, such as Ferrol and Cadiz, are 
well provided with forts aud batteries, 
armed w ith modern heavy guns, while 
tile approaches 
have extensive sub­ 
marine defenses. 
“ Numerous torpedoboats are attached 
to both these ports and the same eau be 
said of Carthagena and Ceuta, while 
pre]aration* for defense are being act­ 
ively pushed at Barcelona and several 
other M editerranean ports as well as at 
the Balearic islands. 
“ For some hours Tuesday the authori­ 
ties at Cadiz put the land and sea forces 
and batteries through a sham defense 
against attacks from the sea in the 
presence of thousands of the inhabi­ 
tants, who lined the walls aud espla­ 
nades aud showed much enthusiasm 
over the excellence of the artillery prac­ 
tice. 
••The latest reports from Cuba show 
that General Luque has been able only 
to detach a few battalions and one 
m ountain battery under Colonel Escu­ 
d o to reinforce Santiago. 
The Span­ 
iards, during a recent fight, took Severn 
a1 American prisoners, who complained 
of suffering from the luck of provisions 
aud the ex< essive heat. 
The American 
prisoners reported also th at there was • 
good deal of sickness in the American 
forces.

The new war revenue law requiring 
all checks to be stamped will cost the 
city several dollars in a year’s time. 
It has been the custom of the city de­ 
partm ents to pay all employes by w ar­ 
rants, which were cashed by the banks, 
and under the new law each of these 
will have to bear a two-cent stamp. 
As 
an estimate of what it will cost the city, 
last year they issued 
830 warrants, 
which at the rate of 2 cents a piece 
would cost $16.76; the board of educa­ 
tion, 684 warrants, costing $13.68; the 
w ater works, 880, or $16.12, and the 
township, 302, costing $6.04, making a 
grand total of 2,630 warrants and costing 
$52.60. 
Should the different departments wish 
to evade the law they can do so by issu­ 
ing one check and paying all employes 
in cash, thus doing away with the w ar­ 
rant system. 
It is not probable, how­ 
ever, 
department heads will 
make 
any effort to escape the law as they 
are too patriotic 
and do not think 
the paying of two cents on every w ar­ 
rant issued will bankrupt the city. The 
m atter will be called to the attention of 
the water works trustees 
tomorrow 
evening, and there is no doubt but that 
they will instruct Clerk Gipner to con­ 
tinue tp pay the employes in the same 
m anner as heretofore. 
Council and the 
board of education will also probably 
take like action at their next meetings.

Ingenuity o f Boys. 
In physics and natural history there 
are opportunities to direct and contra 
the out of school activities of young 
people of which the enthusiastic teach 
er of science is not slow to avail him 
self, says D. S. Sanford in The Atlan 
tic.

"W e arrived here the day after the 
ships had driven out the small Spanish 
force that garrisoned the little fort, and 
landed without opposition. 
But the, 
same night we were attacked by a force 
of some 3000. 
We had no breast works 
and they fought like Indians in the 
bush. 
Many of them were naked ex­ 
cept for green leaves used to conceal 
their movements. For two terrible days 
ana nights this kept np "without ceasing. 
Fighting a hidden enemy all night, 
digging graves and trenches all day,and 
dropping everytning, even an officer’s 
funeral, to pick up our rifles, but thank 
God it is better now. 
The marines here 
have built good works all around the 
camp, and some hundred Cubans keep 
off surprises. 
Every one was about 
worn out when, after driving the enemy 
from his position back of the camp in 
an extended action and shelling the 
fort up the river, we have about made 
them sick of it. 
“ As I write the five ships are shelling 
a battery on the point at the entrance of 
the riv er; but after one gets used to the 
noise one does not pay much attention, 
unless it comes his way. 
“ But it is simply hell—war I mean, 
and people who go into it do not know 
what it means. 
Daring the fighting it 
is all right, for the excitement keeps one 
up, but ifs when i f a over and you see 
the poor devils dead and wounded, it 
knocks a m an’s nerves. 
“ The Spanish loss must be very heavy 
indeed, bat oars is small considering all 
we have done. 
“ From prisoners we learn that the 
enemy have had no pay for ll months, 
and are on half rations, and as we have 
cut off a good deal of their water supply 
they are also short of that, and a good 
many of them woald give themselves 
up only their officers tell them the Yan­ 
kees will shoot them. 
Of course that is 
not true. 
“ I expect to join the Terror in a few 
weeks, as this place is practically over 
now and I hope to be in at the finish of 
Santiago and Havana. 
It would soon 
be over if we oould get any support 
from the army, but we seem to be left to 
do it all alone. 
However, it will be a 
big thing for the navy, as the people 
w ast see what we are doing. 
“ If you write, aud please do, you had 
better seud the letter just care of the 
navy department, for if I am alive I 
have no idea where I will be. 
“ Your true friend, 
“ R ichard H atton.”

these ravages have lessened also. 
I he first recorded outbreak of the 
plague in Europe occurred in the six­ 
teenth century. 
It came from lower 
Egypt. This was the first lapping of tile 
wave that reached into the east again, 
there to stay its movement so far as the 
west was concerned until 514 A. D., 
when the returning legions of the Em­ 
peror Justinian brought it again into 
the western world from the battlefields 
of Persia. Constantinople was the first 
place it attacked. Here in a single day 
as many as 10,000 persons are said to 
have fallen victims to it, But the plague 
did not stop with Constantinople. 
It 
had found a too congenial soil in Eu­ 
rope, which was little else than one 
great battlefield at the time. 
It was 
carried into Gaul, where it followed 
close in the wake of the Frankish 
armies, and from Gaul it moved into 
Italy, with the Lombards, and so devas­ 
tated the country as to leave it entirely 
at the mercy of the Invaders. 
The various crusades, which extended 
over a space of about 200 years, no 
doubt did much to hold the pestilence 
in Europe, for they served to keep open 
the channels of intercourse between the 
east and the west. 
Periodic epidem ics 
were common during their continuance, 
and these seem to have culminated in 
the fourteenth century with what is 
known in history as tho black death. 
The black death was more fatal to hu- 
man life than any other single cause 
vinca tho w orld bogan. Tho havoc of w ar 
was nothing in comparison to it. 
It 
swept the whole of Europe, leaving in 
its path such misery and destitution as I 
the world had never known. It killed in 
three years some 25, OOO, OOO of peoplo. I 
Such figures stagger the comprehension, 
but the records of the time cannot be 
doubted. 
The entire population of Eu­ 
rope is estimated to have been about 
100,000,000—kept down as it was by 
the constant warfare—and of these 100,- 
000,000 ut least a fourth perished. 
The ravages of the plague in Italy, 
where it came in the track of tile war 
of the Guelphs and Ghibellines, was 
particularly disastrous to mankind. 
It 
raged with terrible fury in Naples, 
w’here 60,000 persons are said to have 
died. It fell upon Pisa and seven out of 
every ten perished. 
It utterly and for­ 
ever destroyed the prosperity of Siena. 
Florence also suffered severely, while 
100,000 of the inhabitants of Venice 
were literally wiped off the face of the 
earth. From Italy it looted into France, 
where the mortality was almost as 
great; in Puns alone 50,000 people died 
from it. One of the worst features pre- J 
seated by the history of the black death 
was the cruel persecution it aroused I 
against the Jews. They W'ere supjiosed 
to have infected the air in some mys­ 
terious manner, and they were accused 
of 
having poisoned the w'olls and 
springs. 
In Strassburg 2,000 of them 
w'ere buried alive in their own burial 
ground 
The order of the Flagellant) arose at 
this time, coming from the belief that 
the sins of the world had at last brought 
dcwu the w'rath of heaven. It was the 
beginning of the so called Hundred 
Years’ war that carried the black death 
into England, where in London its vic­ 
tims numbered 100,000. 
When at last 
the plague had worked its ravages, it 
doubled back over its course, to disap- 
i pear in the east. In 1845 it appeared 
again in England, first among the sol­ 
diers of Richmond after the battle of 
Bosworth Field, and w'hen the victo­ 
rious army marched to Loudon tne 
plague weut with them to work its 
havoc there. 
As long as it lasted the 
iuortality was as great as that caused i 
by the black death half a century be- I 
fore. Five thousand people died in five 
weeks, and then the plague left London 
as suddenly as it had appeared there, to 
sweep over the rest of England. 
In Scotland the plague of 1568 came 
immediate ly after tho battle of Lang- { 
side, W’hen Queen Mary was dethroned, 
but no records of the mortality it occa­ 
sioned seem to have bt *# pr< served 
The plague visited Loudon in 1675, 
This followed aft r the civil war which 
ended with the death of Charles II, but 
so many years interfiled that it is im­ 
possible to trace any connection between 
the tw'o events. In modern wars dang* r
